*'I was interviewed April 29, 1976, from 10:00 
to 10:50 a.m. , by Mr. Michael Epstein, SSC Staff Member, 

In the presence of a reporter who recorded my testlmor^ 
on tape. I was not furnished my rights and was not sworn. 

Mo Senator was present; however, I was given the option 
of returning at a time when a Senator would be present. I 
Indicated I would Just as soon complete sy testimony today. 

*Mr. Epstein referred to sy Aareau baclcground 
and career, r»tlng that I did not become Involved 
assassination Investigation of President Kennedy until I 
assumed duties as Section Chief of the Criminal Section 
in January, 1964. 
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"Mr. Epstein had me review two memoranda ^ 

caotioned 'Arthur Balletti; Interception of Communications, 
dated April 10, 1962, and February 2, 1964. These meTOranda 
pertained to information concerning Sam Giancana and his 
alleged role in the participation of a possible assassi- 
nation of Castro. After reading the memoranda, Mr. Epstein 
asked me if I had any knowledge of wiretaps placed on 







line of Inquiry had been cleared by Bureau Headquarters 
since I could see no direct relationship in this Mtter and 
the assassination of President Kennedy. He was obviously ^ ^ 
disturbed that I refused to furnish any information 
concerning these alleged wiretaps.
